REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 45 are presently pending. Claims 1, 7 and 10 have been 
amended, without prejudice, regarding matters of form. 

The Examiner requires for use in the examination of generic claims 1 
to 45 the election of a single disclosed species of (1 ) a polymerizable vinyl 
ester; (2) an ethylenically unsaturated monomer; (3) a curing catalyst; and 
(4) an activator. 

Applicant elects for examination purposes (1) the species of 
polymerizable vinyl ester as defined by Formula (IV) as disclosed in 
paragraphs [0066] and [0067] of the specification; (2) the species of 
ethylenically unsaturated monomer as defined in claims 8, 9, 1 1 , 12, 21 , 
23, 24, 26, 27, 36, 38, 39, 41 and 42, namely vinyl toluene; (3) the species 
of curing catalyst as disclosed in paragraph [0104] of the specification, 
namely benzoyl peroxide (Cadox 40E); and (4) the species of activator as 
disclosed in paragraph [0075] of the specification, namely N,N-di-(2- 
hydroxy-ethyl)-p-toluidine. 

Applicants submit respectfully that this application is now in condition 
for allowance.
